The first Sales Tax-in this Province 

to my knowledge was introduced by 
Honourable J. W. Jones, Minister of Fin 
ance in the Conservative Government led 
by the late Dr. Tolmie. It was a 1% 
tax on meals and Mr. Jones (who in 
cidentally was one of the most able 
Ministers of Finance British Columbia 
has ever had) felt it necessary to impose 
the tax for hospital purposes.
